5) We created an informal 
committee to contact members to insure a full 
club turn-out. We want to be certain that 
operators needing stations and stations needing 
operators get properly paired. Early reports 
from the committee are boggling. We're going 
to have stations on the air which haven't been 
active in years. We also see that even with 60 
or so operators floating around, we still may 
come up short because of the big turn-out of 
stations. 


I could go on, but hopefully you've gotten 
the idea of just how well things are progress- 
ing. At least 20 of us left the BOD meeting 
convinced that the NCCC can win the DX Test. I 
hope those of you who were not at that meeting 
will plan to attend at least one of the next 
two regular club meetings to get a first-hand 
report of what's happening and what you can do 
to take part.

These three amendments were preposed joint- 
ly by N6AMG, Joel Paladino; N6BT, Tom Schiller;

Amend Article III, Section 1, Paragraph d 
to read: "The club area is defined as Northem 
California, from the Oregon Rorder to the Teha- 
chapis, and anv other area within a one hundred 
and seventy five (175) mile radius of the club 
center." 

Amend Article VII, Paragraph c to read: 

"In the absense of a quorum, the Secretary-Trea- 
surer shall distribute ballots to the eligible 
members by mail at least seven (7) days before 
the next regular membership meeting." 

Delete Article VIII, Section 4. (Eliminates 
a $5.00 initiation fee for some new members.)
